Kemmerer, Walker Professor of 
International Finance, spoke at the 
Amerioan Finance Conference, a 
trade association of discount com- 
panies. 

“The many powerful inflationary 
forces set in operation during the 
last few years that will push up the 
price level have not yet got into 
full effect,” he said, “and we are 
now in the temporary period of 
monetary and credit glut and re- 
sulting low interest rates, like that 
of 1915, which usually precedes a 
strong upward movement of com- 
modity prices—a movement that is 
followed in turn by advancir 
terest rates.” © 

Dr. Kemmerer said there was 
“rightly a great deal of uneasiness 
among bankers and investors § in 
general” over the “likelihood that 
the advance in interest rates, when 
they occur, will take place rather 
rapidly.”

Fraternal Insurance Com- 
panies Withdrew Op- 
position With Idea Sup- 
erintendent Would Go.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.— 
A nice problem was presented to 
Gov.-Elect Lloyd C. Stark when he 
returned to Missouri today from a 
hunting trip in Arizona. Will he 
accede to Boss Tom Penderbast’s 
“request” that he reappoint R. 
Emmett O’Malley to the post of 
State Superintendent of Insurance? 


The boss, who threw his full 
strength to Stark in both the pri- 
mary and the election, announced 
today that he would ask the reap- 
pointment of O'Malley, who was a 
principal issue in the governorship 
campaign. 

It is an embarrassing situation 
in which the boss has placed the 
Governor-elect, who satisfied fra- 
ternal and mutual insurance oppo- 
sition in the campaign by assur- 
ing those interests that he would 
not appoint an insurance superin- 
tendent who would not give them 
a “fair deal.” 

Terms of Deal Undisclosed. 

The terms o f the agreement be- 
tween Stark and the fraternal in- 
surance representatives never has 
been disclosed, but it was suffi- 
ciently definite to cause them to 
stop a well organized and extensive 
campaign against him. Leaders 
among the fraternal insurance men 
gave their followers to understand 
that they were fully satisfied that 
O’Malley would not be reappointed. 

Fraternal and mutual insurance 
opposition to Stark first developed 
when representatives of the frater- 
nals called on him early in the pri- 
mary campaign to make a pledge 
that he would not reappoint O’Mal- 
ley, who had incurred their displea- 
sure by the insurance code bill he 
causeed to be introduced in the last 
Legislature, attempting to place a 
State tax on all their policies. This 
opposition was intensified later 
when he entered into a contract 
with James P. Aylward, Democratic 
national committeeman, chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee 
and chairman of the Jatkson County 
Democratic Committee, by which 
Aylward and Jerome Walsh, anoth- 
er Kansas City lawyer, were to re- 
ceive 25 per cent of all they could 
collect in back taxes from the fra- 
ternal companies. They instituted 
suits asking for judgment for near- 
ly $20,000,000. 

Opposition Suddenly Stopped. 

When Stark refused to give the 
pledge an active wumpaign was in- 
stituted against him in the-primary, 
and was continued after the pri- 


mary. About a month before the 
election it suddenly stopped and the 
word went out officially from 


heads of several of the fraternal 


companies that they were satisfied 
by a statement made to them by 
Stark that O'Malley would not be 
renamed.

ble for O’Malley’s appointment by 
Gov. Park four years ago, has said 
he would ask for his reappointment. 
The question is just how much of a 
command the new Governor will 
consider a “request” from the boss 
to be.

Italian Announcement, 

A communique stated: 

In consequence of the fact 
that Gen. Franco has taken pos- 
session of the greater part of 
Spain and the development of a 
situation which show; with in- 
creasing clarity that in the re. 
maining part of Sp-..in one can- 
not speak of the exercise of a 
responsible government power, 
the Fascist Government has de<- 
cided to recognize the governé- 
ment of Gen. Franco and send 
to that government a Charge 
d’Agfaires to begin diplomatic 
relations. 

The Charge d’Affaires will 
go there tmmediately, The 
present diplomatic representa- 
tives have been recalled, 

Berlin Communique, 

Simultaneously in Berlin, the 
German Government, through 
its official news agency, issued a 
communique virtually identical to 


‘the one given out in Rome, except 


that the words “Reich Govern- 
ment’ were substituted for 
“Fascist Government.” The Span- 
ish war was one of the points on 
which the two Powers agreed to 
take united action during last 
month's visit to Berlin of the 
Italian Foreign Minister, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, Premier Mus.

In a brief statement, Tugwell said 
Dr. W. W. Alexander, formerly of 
Atlanta, and now assistant admin- 
istrator, will succeed him as head 
of the Resettlement Administra- 
tion. 

Tugwell said he would continue 
his interest in low income farmers } 
and that he would serve on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Tenancy Commis- 
sion Committee to which he was 
appointed yesterday. 


In New York it was announced 
Tugwell would become an executive 
vice-president of the American Mo- 
lasses Co. 

The announcement of Tugwell’s 
new work was made by Charles W. 
Taussig, president of the company, 

. with whom Dr. Tugwell was asso- 
ciated in the Roosevelt “Brain 
Trust” throughout the 1932 cam- 
paign and in the early days of the 
New Deal administration. 

Dr. Tugwell will take his position 
“about the first of the year,” Taus- 
sig said. He emphasized Tugwell 
was joining the company on a per- 
manent basis. 

The White House in Washington 
made public Tugwell’s letter of res- 
ignation and the President’s ac- 
ceptance with the statement that 
“Later on I fully expect to ask you 
to come back to render additional 
service.” 

The President's’ reply said: 

Dear Rex: | 


I fully understand the reasons 
that make you feel you should, 
for a while at least, return to pri- 
vate life within the next few 
months. You have given gener- 
ously and efficiently of your serv- 
ices to the Government for these 
past four years, and I want you 
to know that later on I fully ex- 
pect to ask you to come back to 
render additional service. 

Later on when I have returned 
from my trip to South America, 
we can talk over the actual date 
on which you will want your res- 
ignation to be effective.

Robert ‘Jackson, Assistant~Attor-. 
ney-General, argued yesterday that 
the tax was necessary to protect 
the Government from silver specu- 
lators while Congress considered 
the legislation. 

The decision may be given Dec. 7. 

Knollenberg represented Percy K. 
Hudson of New York, contesting a 
$4311 levy on profits he made from 
the sale of silver futures contracts 
May 23 and 24, 1934. .The law was 
passed June 19. . \ 

Presents Case in 17 Minutes. 

Speaking only 17 minutes of his 
alloted hour, Knollengerg disputed 
the Government’s contention that 
the tax was necessary to prevent 
the price of silver from rising and 
increasing the cost of Government 
purchases. 

He said the tax had the opposite 
effect, explaining that if his client 
had known there would have been 
a retroactive tax imposed he would 
have held on in the hope of getting 
a higher price later. 

The attorney said Hudson made 
his purchases before the legislation 
was introduced in Congress and sold 
before the act became effective. 

In a brief rebuttal statement, 
Jackson contended the tax was a 
“reasonable exercise of power to 
prevent the obstruction of the na- 
tion’s monetary policy by speculat- 
ors” and that the Constitution does 
not say “there never can be a re- 
troactive levy.” 

Jackson’s Argument. 

Jackson expressed hope that “the 
time is not far distant when this 
Government will sit down with other 
nations to try to reach stabilization 
and solve the ills of the economic 
system.” 

He told the court if an interna- 
tional conference was held, “all of 
the other great Powers which come 
will have the authority to protect 
themselves during deliberations by 
a retroactive tax.” 

“We think there is nothing which 
would require this government to 
enter such a conference stripped of 
this power to protect its delibera- 
tions while making up its mind 
what it should do,” he said. 

He asserted that this was “a na- 
tional government with sovereign 
powers.” 

Questioned by several Justices as 
to the nature of the tax, Jackson 
said it “partakes of the nature of 
an income tax,” and was a “depar- 
ture from the ordinary excise tax.” 

“The tax is laid on the right to 
transfer, but only when there is a 
profit,” he explained, “This is a 
novel tax. but I don’t think its nov- 
elty conde.nans it.” 

Justice Hughes Replies. 

After Justice Sutherland had 
asked if Congress had ever passed 
an income tax during one year to 
apply to the preceding year, Chief 
Justice Hughes said that such a 
law was enacted in February, 1919, 
to apply on 1918 incomes. 

The Government afpealed from a 
unanimous ruling by the Court of 
Claims that the levy was unconsti- 
tutional because it took property 
without due process of law.

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Reporter With Rebel Army Tells About Blast- 
ing of Loyalists’ Concrete, Trenches 
With Air Bombs.

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Nov. 16. (Delayed)—Thrust- 
ine forward northwest of Madrid 
today, Gen. Francisco Franco’s 


rebel army threw tons of high ex- 
plosives against Government ma- 
chine gun. nests across the Manza- 
nares River and left the University 
of Madrid’s medical clinic in flames 
tonight. 
Artillery roared all day. Late in 
the afternoon seven bombers with 
15 fighting escorts flew down the 
river which forms the western 
boundary of the capital, blasting the 
loyalist positions as they went. Con- 
crete trenches with “pill boxes” for 
machine guns made the outer de- 
fense of Madrid formidable ‘Sut not 
formidable enough to stand up 
against such bombardments as Gen. 
Franco di.ected today. 

Four miles from Puerta del Sol, 
in the heart of Madrid, I watched 
from the roof of an apartment 
house between the rebel artillery 
and its objectives. Smashing into 
the fields around University City, 
the shells sent the loyalist militia 
sprawling. The Government con- 
fusion and losses could be seen 
clearly through “*ield glasses. 

The. loyalists answered in * ‘nd 
against the rebel left flank in the 
morning, but as the accuracy of the 
insurgent artillery took its toll the 
Fascist columns pushed northeast- 
ward through Casa del Campo. The 
wooded stretches afforded them 
cover as the artillery barrage was 


lifted and then turned to the hills 
to the left, beyond the red build- 
ings of University City. The fire of 
rifles and machine guns left no 
doubt, however, of the stubbornness 
of the battle at our feet. 

Suddenly, both armies.decreased 
their firing and all eyes searched 
the air for planes, whose distant 
droning sounded above the artillery. 
First four rebel bombers came into 
view, then three more, escorted by 
the 15 ‘fighting machines, so high 
that they were difficult to see. 

As these bombers flew to the 
Manzanares River before circling 
slowly to work their way north- 
westward, the rebels’ 21-centimeter 
guns fired on the model prison in 
the northwestern section of Madrid. 

Suddenly, smoke poured from the 
prison windows and with the 
glasses I could see clearly where 
one of these 200-pound shells had 
drilled through a wall of the right 
wing to explode within against the 
loyalist machine gunners. 

Then the huge tri-motored bomb- 
ers, their fighters keeping . them 
clear of Government planes, dumped 
their missiles around the prison, on 
an unfinished red brick apartment 
house and a university building 
where the Government forces had 
machine gun nests. 

When Madrid’s buildings were 
hidden under smoke and the rebel 
flyers, having completed their mis- 
sion, had departed, loyalist bombers 
flew over University City and blast- 
ed away at rebel troops among the 
trees on the western side of the 
Manzanares.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18.—Mme. 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink, famous 
operatic and concert contralto, died 
at her home near here at 7:21 
o’clock last night. She was 75 years 
old. 

Weakened by severe chronic ane- 
mia despite blood transfusions, she 
lapsed into a coma at 3 p. m. At 
her bedside when the end came 
were three sons and a daughter, 
Ferdinand Schumann, movie actor; 
Henry Schumann-Heink, movie 
technician; George W. Schumann, 


his mother’s business maanger, and 
Mrs. Marie Fox of San Diego. Three 
grandchildren also were in the 
room. 

Other surviving children are 
George W. Schumann of Hollywood, 
Walter Schumann of Chicago and 
Mrs. Charlotte Greif of Leipzig, 
Germany. One son, August, a Ger- 
man soldier, was killed in the 
world War. Another son, Hans, 
who served with the American 
Army, died after the war. 


Funeral to Be Private. 


Plans for the funeral have not 
been announced. The service will 
be private. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink’s ailment 
became serious six months ago, at a 
time when she intended to take a 
starring role in the movies. Jesse 
Lasky gave her a bit in her first 
movie, “Here’s to Romance,” and 
her characterization was so favor- 
ably received that he and a rival 
raced cross-country to Chicago to 
sign her to a contract. The rival, 
a Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer represen- 
tative, won. 


Just before she lost consciousness 
Mme. Schumann-Heink’s eyes filled 
with tears as she read an unsigned 
telegram, one of hundreds which 
arrived yesterday from all parts of 
(the country, and whispered of the 
sender, “God bless him.” 

The telegram said: “Just a San 
Francisco urchin who heard you 
sing at Lotta’s Fountain years ago 
sends his love and wants you to 
get well.” 

Shortly before noon she had 
smiled when a telegram from 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink Post of 
the Disabled American Veterans of 
the World war in Kansas City was 
read to her. 

When Dr. Alter prepared to leave 
her home at noon she called feebly, 
“Goodbye, doctor.” 

“T'll see you tonight,” he replied. 
She shook her head and smiled. 
Dr. Alter reached the house last 
night a minute after she had died. 

Singer More Than 50 Years. 

Mme. Schvmann-Heink, acclaimed 
by some authorities as probably 
the wold’, greatest Wagnerian 
ecntralto, spent more than half a 
century entertaining udiences and 
her voice was stil] in demand. A 
few mirutes after -"e died a tele- 
gram came from an Eastern agen- 
cy, offering her a contract to sing 
lullabies on a world-wide broad- 
cast on Christmas eve. 

When Europe plunged into war 
in 1914, she endured the suffering 
common to the mothers of soldiers. 
It was more poignant, however, 
with America’s entrance, for then 
she had sons on both sides. She 
was loyal to the country of her 
adoption, touring military training 
camps in the United States and giv- 
ing recitals for “my beloved boys.” 

“Life’s too short,” she said in one 
of her last interviews. “I am past 
70, and yet I pray God for a few 
more years in which to bring some 
sunshine and happiness into the 
lives of the people. 

“I want to be gay, to dance and 
sing on the screen, to be a come- 
dienne like Marie Dressler herself, 
and I know I can do it. I know 
because I have had go many sor- 
rows myself, so much hardship. I 
have suffered, so I can bring happi- 
ness to others if they will only let 
me.” 

Mme. Schumann-Heink’s Career; 
Developed Early as Singer. 
RNESTINE SCHUMANN- 
HEINK was born June 15, 
1861, near what is now Praha,

NAN TOG HS WE 


W. S. Wells to Receive, Man- 
. datory Sentence After Con- 
viction in Arkansas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JONESBORO, Ark., Nov. 18. — 
W. 8S. Wells, 58 years old, of Mont- 
gomery County, is facing death in 
the electric chair on conviction of 


first degree murder at Mount Ida 
Saturday. He was found guilty of 
giving Henry Shaw, 48, whisky 
which contained poison. 

Judge Earl Witt has no option 
but to impose the death penalty 
when Wells is taken before him 
for sentence some time today. 

Testimony showed that Wells, a 
childless widower, became  infat- 
uated with Shaw’s young wife and 
had been attentive to her. The 
State contended that Wells deliber- 
ately plotted Shaw’s death, induc- 
ing the younger man to ride a mule 
to Mount Ida on Sept. 7, and cash 
a check for him with a promise of 
payment for the service. 

Shaw, who purchased a bottle of 
whisky in Mount Ida, said in a dy- 
ing statement that he gave Wells 
a drink of his whisky when the lat- 
ter accosted him on the lonely road 
as he was on his way home and 
that Wells insisted that he drink 
from a bottle containing moon- 
shine whisky. A few minutes later, 
Shaw said, he realized that he had 
been poisoned and started lashing 
the mule in an attempt to reach 
help, Wells making an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to drag him from the 
animal. Shaw died at the home of 
a neighbor, Edgar Gray, a short 
time later but not before he had 
made his statement. 

Sheriff Glaze testified that he ar- 
rested Wells the next day. A con- 
fession signed by Wells was used 
as evidence against him in the mur- 
der trial. 

Mrs. Shaw testified before the 
grand jury but was not held. Mrs. 
Wells died three weeks before 
Shaw’s death after having been ill 
two weeks.

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DEFENSE PLEA DENED 
IN KENTUGKY KILLIN 


Court Refuses to Order State 
to Turn Over All Exhibits 
in Shooting of Woman. 


By.the Associated Press. 

NEW CASTLE, Ky., Nov. 18. — 
Judge A. S. Morgan denied today 
the application of counsel for Hen- 
ry It. Denhardt, accused of killing 
Mrs. Verna Garr Taylor, for a writ 
to compel the prosecution to turn 
over to the defense for examina- 
tion all exhibits in the case. 

The ruling followed arguments of 
Denhardt’s attorneys that they were 
entitled to see the exhibits in prep- 
aration of the defense case for the 
examining trial scheduled for Fri- 
day. The defense then moyed that 
the examining trial be postponed 
two days. 

Judge Morgan denied the re- 
quest for postponement. Defense 
counsel announced they would ap- 
ply to the State Court of Appeals 
for a writ for permission to exam- 
ine the exhibits. 

Meanwiiile, as the whereabouts of 


Denhardt remained a secret, there 
was speculation concerning a flash- 
light and a bunch of keys picked 
up about 200 feet from the body of 
Mrs. Taylor. Investigators declined 
to discuss-what part, if any, they 
might figure in the case. 

All afternoon yesterday and late 
into the night, prosecution attor- 
neys conferred with witnesses who 
probably will testify at the examin- 
ing trial, which will be heard by 
Judge Morgan. At that procedure, 
the murder charge against Den- 
hardt, who is 60, either will be dis- 
missed or he will be held to the 
grand jury. 

During the conference, Turner 
emerged from his law office to ex- 
press confidence the prosecution 
had “enough evidence” to bind the 
General over to the grand jury. He 
said, however, “the law does not re- 
quire the commonwealth to show 
all its evidence.”

The manager sent for Frau Heink. 
Without rehearsal or other study, 
she sang the role by ear and scored 
a triumph, 

Still in Hamburg, -after four chil- 
dren had been born, she was de- 
serted by her husband. The Sher- 
iff attached everything the singer 
owned to satisfy creditors. 

In 1887 she made her first ap- 
pearance in Berlin, singing in “Tl 
Trovatore” and for the next nine 
years was heard in contralto and 
‘mezzo-soprano roles in many Ger- 
man cities in operas and oratories 
and at festivals. Then she: signed 
the 10-year contract which she later 
canceled because of American suc- 
cesses. : 

Just before entering on that con- 
tract she divorced Heink and mar- 
ried Paul Schumann, actor-man- 
ager of the Thalia Theater, Ham- 
burg. Four children were born to 
them. He died in 1904 and that was 
one of the few years ir® which. she 
missed singing at Bayreuth, 

Her third husband was George 
Rapp Jr., a Chicago lawyer. She 
married him in May, 1905, shortly 
after she had taken out her first 
naturalization papers. They sepa- 
rated in 1911 and were divorced in 
1914. 

First U. S. Appearance in 1898. 


She was a star in her own right, 
backed by 20 years’ experience on 
the German operatic stage when 
she made her first appearance in 
the United States on Nov. 7, 1898, 
singing Ortrud in a presentation 
of Wagner’s “Lohengrin” at the 
Auditorium Theater in Chicago. She 
had just signed a 10-year contract 
with the Berlin opéra and was on 
a four-year leave of absence from 
the German capital, but her success 
Was sO great that she bought her 
way out of the home contract, pay- 
ing first 10,000 marks (then $2500) 
for am extension of two years in 
her leave and finally 25,000 marks 
to cancel the Berlin agreement. 

In 1903-4 she made a concert tour 
of the United States, traveling 40,- 
000 miles. In the latter year also 
she appeared in an American comic 
opera, “Love's Lottery.” Her health 
broke in 1905 and her voice was re- 
ported ruined, but she went back to 
Germany, accepted engagements 
there and came back te the United 
States for 129 appearances in opera 
and concert in. 1906-7. 

The next season she gave 113 con- 
certs and then went to Europe for 
a year, where she created one of 
the principal parts: in Strauss’ new 
opera, “Electra.” Her return for a 
1909-10 concert tour proved the most 
profitable of her American career. 
Thereafter she tapered off her 
strenuous work, but continued brief- 
er annual tours and limited operatic 
engagements, One of her last stage 
appearances took place Feb. 25, 1926, 
when she sang Erda in “Das Rhein- 
gold” with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company. — 

Her most famous roles were 
Fides in “Le Prophitete”; Ortrud in 
“Lohengrin”; Erda, Fricka, in “Die 
Walkuere,” and Orpheus in Gluck’s 
opera of that name. But she mas-' 
tered 150 other parts and in her 
youth was a famous Carmen. 

For many successive years, begin- 
ning in 1896, she sang at the Wag- 
nerian festivals in Bayreuth and 
from 1891 to 1900 inclusive sang 
every season in ,Covent Garden, 
London. 


Singer Appeared Many Times. In

Three -Villages in St. Louis 
County Vote for Consolida- 
tion, 668 to 8. 


The largest city in St. Louis 
County area was formed by crea- 


tion of the fourth-class city of La- 
due, through merger of the former 


villages of Ladue, McKnight and 
Deer Creek at a special election 
yesterday. 

The area is 4523 acres, or slight- 
ly more than seven square miles. 


The population has been estimated 
recently at 2500, compared with 
1690 in the.1930 census. 

There was an overwhelming vote 
in favor of the change, which was 
intended to provide a unified ad- 
ministration of local affairs for 
this growing section of homes. The 
combined vote was 668 to 8. It 
was divided as follows: Ladue, 
299 to 5; Deer Creek, 212 to 1; Mc- 
Knight, 157 to 2. A two-thirds ma- 
jority in each unit was necessary 
for passage. 

Election of Officers Soon. 

Election of municipal officers at 
an early special election will be the 
next step. A petition signed by 
about 100 residents must be present- 
ed to the County Court, to have it 
called. 

A Mayor, six Aldermen, Coliector 
and Marshal will be elected. If 
the practice of other suburbs should

DEAD MEN'S GLANDS REPORTED 
TO HAVE BEEN TRANSPLANTED 


One Abnormial Patient Said to 
Have Recovered and Another 
for Only Two Years. 

the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 18, — The 
story of how a dead man’s glands 
were transplanted into another man 
to change him from: abnormality 
to normal life for two years was 
reported today before the Southern 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Hugh H. Young and William 
P. Didusch of the Brady Clinie of 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital dis- 
cussed the case, together with that 
of another man who apparently re- 
turned permanently to normal after 
a similar gland operation. 

As described by Dr. Young, thé 
first case was that of a 48-year-old 
man whose glands failed to secrete 
the powerfol hormones which reg- 
ulate the body’s functions. 

Shortly after he asked for an op- 
eration it was learned that ~a 
healthy young man was to be exe- 
cuted at a nearby penitentiary 
within two weeks; Arrangements 
were made and immediately follow- 
ing the execution, the glands were 
removed and rushed to Dr. Young’s 
clinic where they were transplanted. 

The individual changed almost 
immediately into a different man, 
the Johns Hopkins scientista de 
clared. Two years later he report- 
ed a gradual decline to his old self, 
apparently due to a failure of the 
transplanted glands to continue 
functioning, Dr. Young said. 

On the other hand, Dr. Young 
said, a man, who also was abnor- 
mal, received a similar gland trans- 
plant at another clinic and has 
continued in a normal state for 
‘several years, having graduated 
from college recently.

William Kennedy Jr., 11 years old, 
testified he was seated at a win- 
dow of his home, 6273 Clemens ave- 
nue, and saw McKean throw an ob- 
ject in the truck, He told the jury 
that McKean, whom he subsequent- 
ly identified at a police station, 
crossed a vacant lot and struck a 
match to the object he carried be- 
fore throwing it in the truck.

Assistant Labor Secretary 
McGrady Still Hopeful 


Despite Failure of Joint 


Meeting. 


By ‘ne Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 18.—A 


new conference between ship own- 
ers and representatives of striking 


maritime workers was sought today 
by Assistant Secretar. of Labor 
McGrady, though a conference 
yesterday tailed. 

“The ship owners wouldn’t budge 
an inck” said Harry Lundeberg, 
porte of the sailors union, as 
the conference adjourned. 

McGrady said, however, that he 
was more hopeful of a peaceful 
settlement as the result of the con- 
ference and announced he would 
re-word some of the proposals. 

The twentieth day of the coastwide 
strike, affecting 37,000 workers and 
at least 178 ships, found relief of- 
ficials preparing to aid families of 
strikers here and in Los Angeles. 

Peace negotiations have been 
blocked over union demands for 
control of the halls and employer 
insistence that there be at least 
neutral management. Lundberg 
telegraphed to Secretary of Labor 
Perkins: “The unions are willing 
to settle this strike, but the ship 
owners refuse to yield one inch in 
their un-American and arbitrary 
attitude.” 

H, P. Melnikow, counsel for sea- 
going unions, which were represent- 
ed in yesterday's meeting, charged 
the hiring hall stand of the opera- 
tors “definitely makes lasting peace 
in the shipping industry an impos- 
sibility.” 

“There is no such thing as true 
collective bargaining unless the 
‘ployes involved are _protected 
against abuses and discrimination 
in the matter of hiring and firing,” 
he ited. 

Unions long have contended that 
unless they have control of the hir- 
ing, employers will discriminate 
against them and refuse jobs with- 
out reason to unwanted union men. 
Control of hiring 
“fundamental issues” which the un- 
ions have repeatedly refused to sub- 
mit to arbitration. 

Ship owners have offered to sub- 
mit all issues to arbitration.

The board, in a resolution which 
it sent to President Roosevelt, 
Stated that the strike “is interfer- 


|ing with legitimate business activi- 


ties . . . and with the employment 
of a large number of persons.” 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia’s proposal 


that there be a new election. of 
officers of the International Sea- 
men’s Union was rejected as un- 
necessary by the present officers 
of the union and by R. J. Baker, 
president of the American Steam- 
ship Owners’ Association. The 
strike was called by a rank and file 
faction headed by Joseph Curran 
without the approval of the union 
officers. 

Leaders of the seamen’s union 
made public an affidavit signed by 
Dennis Murphy, 23-year-old seaman, 
of Lynn,

2. Profits of manufacturers. dis- 
tillers and fermenters should ~be 
limited to 10 per cent, all above that 
being paid into the State Treasury. 
3. The commission should estab- | 
lish retail stores where liquor 
would be sold only to holders of 
permits. 

4. Sales for consumption on the 
premises, where permitted by local 
option laws, should be only to hold- 
ers of permits.

Not Suitable to All 

Patients should not receive fever 
treatment if they are very old or 
have hardening of the arteries, 
cardiac insufficiency, tuberculosis 
or diabetes, he said. 

Dr. Neymann, short, rotund Fel- 
low of the Royal Society of Lon- 
don, described briefly the history of 
artificial fever in treating disease. 
The Romans and then the Japanese 
were the first to use hot baths, 
the latter using that method in 
treating syphilis, arthritis and some 
forms of insanity, he said. In tem- 
peratures of about 105 degrees, they 
took eight, 10 and even 14 baths 
a day. 

In 1929 hot baths were used for 
the first time in the United States 
for treatment of paresis and enceph- 
alitis, but now that method has 
been dropped because it is obsolete, 
he continued. Early machines for 
producing fever were not very satis- 
factory because they frequently 
caught fire and “we would have to 
go after the damn things with fire 
extinguishers,” Dr. Neymann relat- 
ed. 
Present-day cabinets used in 
treating patients with fever have a 
temperature of 95 to 105 degrees, a 
good deal like that of a hot, sum- 
mer day, he continued. Of 754 cases 
of genera] paresis treated all over 
the world with fever therapy, 28 per 
cent were cured and 35 per cent 
were partly cured. Only 20 pa- 
tients died. “In my own experi- 
ence,” Dr. Neymann related, “I have 
had only one general paretic die, and 
that was directly traceable to a hot 
bath.”

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Germans Held in Moscow Said 
To Have Confessed Anti-Soviet Plot 


Admissions by Several of 23 Arrested Are Re- 
ported — Russia Again Accuses Germany, 
Japan of Secret Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 18.—The trial of 


23 German citizens, accused of es- 
pionage and plotting to overthrow 
the Soviet Government, will be held 
soon, it is indicated tonight. The 
military collegium of the Supreme 


Court, it is said, will probably hear 
the cases. Death by shooting is the 
maximum penalty on conviction. 

An official statement stated the 
Germans, recently arrested in Mos- 
cow and Leningrad, plotted to steal 
secret military information, to 
wreck industrial plants and to kill 
governmental leaders. 

Foreign Commissar Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, a communique said, told 
German Ambassador’ § Freidrich 
Werner von der Schulenberg that 
several of those under arrest had 
contessed. 

Concerning the Germans under 
arrest, a Foreign Office announce- 
ment said Soviet citizens had joined 
the Germans and others in efforts 
to organize Fascist groups against 
the Government. 

“The activity of some of those ac- 
cused,” the communique said, “was 
aimed at destruction of industrial 
plants and preparation of terroris- 
tic acts against Soviet leaders.” 

Especially Secret Data. 

The Foreign Office said those ar- 
rested “engaged in military espion- 
age in the interests of a foreign 
state and attempted to gain infor- 


acter.” 

Replying to German protests 
against the arrests, Assistant For- 
eign Commissar Krestinsky said all 
formalities contained in a German- 
Russian agreement of 1925 covering 
such cases had been observed. 

Von der Schulenberg was report- 
ed to have told Litvinoff he doubt- 
ed the guilt of the Germans under 
arrest and to have said that there 
was no German *#ascist organiza- 
tion in- Russia. 

Japanese-German Pact Alleged. 

The assertion that Japan and 
Germany signed a military alliance 
directed against Russia was con- 
| tained in a statement issued 
| through the Foreign Office and

It contained Japanese denials of 
a military pact, but declared that 
authoritative information indicated ’ 
the agreement, ostensibly an ac- 
cord against Communism, in reality 
was a “secret pact for co-ordinated 
action between Japan and Germany 
in case one of them finds itself at 
war with a third power.” 

The Tass agency, in reporting the 
asserted Japanese-German alliance, 
said it was completed after the 
Japanese had given strong assur- 
ances at Tokio that nothing would 
hamper “close » friendly relations 
with the U. S. S. R.” 

The Japanese, the agency’s com- 
munique said, contended rumored 
military aspects of the pact were 
without foundation. 

Bloc Against Communism. 

“In the course of a conversation 
at Tokio. between Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Yureneff and the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Arita," the communique continued, 
“it was admitted negotiations had 
been carried on with a third state 
—unmentioned by Arita—regarding 
a bloc to struggle against Commu- 
nism, but it was denied that an 
agreement was cencluded against 
the U. S. S. R.” 

With the Tass, communique 
splashed on all Russian newspapers, 
Marshal Kiemente E. Voroshiloff 
urged officers of the Russian sub- 
marine fleet in the Pacific to 
strengthen their Far Eastern bases. 

Russia has two separate armies 
already massed on the Far Eastern 
and western frontiers to meet any 
possible attacks from either Ger- 
many or Japan. 

Latest official figures placed the 
Far Eastern troops at 500,000.

“Ignominy - and Iniquity” 
Penalties Recalled on 
Anniversary. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 18. — Italy observed 
a day of “ignominy and iniquity” 
today, the first anniversary of the 
imposition of sanctions. 

To Italians, the “ignominy and 
iniquity” were borne by the rest 
of the world when 52 members of 
the League of Nations’ Assembly, 
on Nov. 18, 1935, started the attempt 
to punish Italy for its aggression 
against Ethiopia. 

Premier Mussolini promptly 
countered the League’s use of eco- 
nomic sanctions by ordering Ital- 
ians to remember the boycott eter- 
nally as a shame against the “moth- 
er of civilization.” 

His grand council ordered every 
commune in the nation to place a 
marble plaque in the communal pal- 
ace. Fascist leaders gathered to 
unveil] the plaques, all of which had 
inscriptions recalling the “memory 
of the siege so that there will re- 
main documentated in the centuries 
the enormous injustice consum- 
mated against Italy... .” 

Crowds at the new shrines heard 
repeated the famous “implacable re- 
sistance” order issued by the 
Grand Council a year ago. They 
also heard broadcast addresses by 
Fascist orators on Italy’s victory 
in East Africa. 

Although the day was not a full 
legal holiday, flags flew from, every 
public building, as they did a year 
ago. 

In Rome, a_ procession from 
Fascist headquarters to ‘Premier 
Mussolini’s quarters heralded a 
nfeeting of the Fascist Grand Coun- 
cil tonight.

NAZI GOVERNMENT 


Anti-Waste Campaign in Ger- 
many Puts Value on F 
Refuse. '

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Germany’s 
anti-waste campaign has provided 
one solution to the problem of the 
old razor blade. Its answer is, 
“Save them.” 

The Third Reich believes 1,500,- 
,000,000 marks ($603,600,000) is wast- 
ed every year in food products and 
materials. It has adopted several 
measures to convert that waste into 
a saving. , : 

Voluntary helpers are collecting 
every bit of scrap metal from house- 
holds, even discarded containers’ and 
curtain rods. Nothing is too small 
—not even razor blades. In subway 
stations and postoffices, special 
cans are provided for odd bits of 
metal. 

The North German Lloyd and 
Hamburg-American Line have in- 
stalled special receptacles on their 
ships to collect and preserve kitch- 
en leavings. The refuse will be 
dried during the voyage by a special 
process and will be used later to 
feed hogs. 

At Essen an official verdict has 
been laid down that bartenders may 
not fill glasses beyond the line indi- 
cating the exact quantity. One sa- 
loon keeper who gave extra meas- 
ure was informed by the local 
Chamber of Commerce that he had 
broken three regulations—the un- 
fair competition law, the anti-bonus 
law and the law against concealed 
rebates. 


WEIR SAYS COST OF LIVING 
ISN'T ONLY WAGE FACTOR 


Steel Man Asserts Real Buying 
Power Should Be Goal of 
All Industry. 
By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 18.— 
Disagreement arose today among 
the nation’s big steel producers over 
the coupling of costs of living and 
wage rates for men in the mills. 

The Carnegie-Illinois, largest sub- 
sidiary of United States Steel, ad- 
vanced the plan in raising wages of 
its employes approximately 10 per 
cent, effective Monday. 

The big National Steel Corpora- 
tion didn’t follow suit. Its board 
chairman, E. T. Weir, asked about 
the plan, said his corporation or- 
dered a wage increase cost without 
such contracts, and added: “There 
are always factors to be considered 
in changing wages other than the 
cost of living. I cannot subscribe to 
the theorry of chaining wages to 
living costs, because if carried to 
its natural conclusion this arrange- 
ment would halt future advances in 
standards of living. 

“In the past 40 years we have wit- 
nessed a great and general improve- 
ment in living standards. Many 
things have contributed to this, but 
fundamentally the improvement has 
been due to a steady and favorable 
‘spread’ between wages and living 
cost. 

“As I see it, any attempt to per- 
manently establish the living cost 
index as the sole barometer for 
wage adjustments would tend to 
retard the continued increase in real 
buying power which has been and 
should be the goal of all industry.” 


‘PEASANT SUBSIDIES 100 
LATE,’ SAYS NORMAN THOMAS 


Points Out Sharecroppers Are Not 
Represented on Roosevelt's 
Farm Tenancy Committee.

BOSTON, Nov. 18.—Norman

A Missouri Precedent. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N YOUR editorial of Nov. 12, “A Tech- 
nicality Wins,” relating to the case 


against Pat Dunlavy, you refer to a dic- 


tum by Judge Cardozo to the effect “that 
a criminal is not to go free because the 
constable has blundered.” You might 
well have cited high legal authority right 
here in Missouri. 

Our statute provides, R. 8. 1929, Section 
3562, that “whenever on the trial of any 
felony or misdemeanor, there shall ap- 
pear to be any variance between the state- 
ment in the indictment or information and 
the evidence offered in proof thereof, in 
the Ghristian name or surname, or both 
Christian name and surname, or other 
description whatsoever, ... such variance 
shall not be deemed grounds for an ac- 
quittal of the defendant, unless the Court 
before which the trial shall be had shall 
find that such variance is material to 
the merits of the case and prejudicial to 
the defense of the defendant.” 

On the strength of this statute, the 
Supreme Court of Missouri affirmed the 
judgment of a Circuit Judge who refused 
to discharge one charged with assaulting 
criminally one Eyre Pyle when the evi- 
dence showed his name was M. E. Pyle. 
So a mistake in the initials of the person 
whose property was stolen was held not 
to warrant the discharge of the person 
charged with the theft. 

This is not a new statute; it has been 
on our books since 1855 and was taken 
from the English statute known as 14 
and 15 Victoria ch. 100, 

Can it be possible that the Court was 
not familiar with this statute, which has 
been in force here over 80 years, or that 
the Circuit Attorney overlooked it? 

Your account of the trial states that 
Mr. Miller knew of the variance but 
thought it unimportant, so he knew of 
the statute. Probably the Judge ‘was 
aware of it also. But why did not the 
Circuit Attorney take the precaution to 
amend the information, or, if it was an 
indictment, have a new indictment issue 
before the trial? 

It is not easy to understand how the 
defendant would have been prejudiced in 
his defense by this variance. Let us not 
blame the Législature for this “technical- 
ity.” FIAT JUSTITIA.

The Nobel Peace Prize, according to credible re- 
ports from Oslo, Norway, this year goes to a man 
who has worked untiringly for the cause of peace, 
as have the statesmen and writers who have pre- 
viously received it, but who in addition has suffered 
and sacrificed and ventured even his life in its be- 


years a prisoner in one of Germany’s barbarous con- 
centration camps, never tried or sentenced, but held 
only because of his opposition to militarism and war. 
Thus the prize, for the first time in its history, 
serves the dual purposes of acclaiming a devoted 
worker for peace and delivering an emphatic chal- 
lenge to the forces of ‘militarism. The committee’s 
choice can be interpreted in no other way. Even if 
Ossietzky refuses the prize, as is now indicated, the 
Hitler Government stands rebuked before the world 
both for its militaristic policies and for its shameful 
treatment of the man who had courage enough to 
speak out against those policies. 

“Germany needs and wills peace!” Hitler has thun- 
dered. And again: “Nobody in Germany wants: war.” 
The Nobel award throws a great light upon the 
tragic irony behind his words. While Hitler was 
making these pacific avowals, and many others, a 
sincere German advocate of those same principles was 
suffering the tortures of a prison camp! Hitler 
preaches pacifism, but it was a penal Offense for 
Ossietzky to do so. The difference, of course, is 
in their conceptions of peace: Hitler stands for peace 
by armed might; Ossietzky for peace by arms reduc- 
tion and co-operation among nations. 3 
Ossietzky opposed militarism not only under the 
Swastika, but under any flag or symbol. As related 
in the sketch of his career reprinted on this page, 
he incurred the hatred of the military clique under 
the Republic for preaching the same doctrine that 
later earned for him the hatred of the Republic’s 
bitterest enemies, the Nazis. Peace has been his only 
doctrine. He has been above party strife in Ger- 
many. | 

.And he has supported his convictions by the finest 
personal courage.. Even in the concentration camp, 
he remained firm in his faith. An eye-witness said 
18 months ago that he was “spiritually unbroken, 
but physically he decays more and more.” His re- 
cent release for medical treatment did not mean that 
the Nazis had relented in their persecution. It meant 
only that, because of the widespread interest in his 
case, they feared the*reaction of world opinion if he 
should die im prison. 

World opinion now speaks through the committee’s 
decision. Jane Addams, herself a Nobel prize-winner, 
urged shortly before her death that he receive the 
award. A host of distinguished persons in many 
countries joined in the nomination. Wickham Steed 
called Ossietzky a martyr “who should hold his place 
‘in the calendar of those who cherish and practice 
the faith of the free.” 

Militarism strangled the voice of this indomitable 
crusader. It could not destroy his spirit and his 
cause. Even if he had died in prison, his name 
would have gone marching on. He deserves the No- 
bel award as the highest formal recognition of his 
fidelity to principle. 


STRANGE PLIGHT OF MR. AND MRS. GIRARD. 

The complications in which Fred Girard and his 
wife find themselves would be farcical did they not 
border so closely on tragedy. He is a United States 
citizen; she a Canadian. They were married last 
June. Because Mrs. Girard once overstayed her leave 
in visiting this country, immigration authorities 
would not permit her to enter after her marriage. 
After Girard left Canada, he found that the authori- 
ties there would not let him return. So now the per- 
plexed and unhappy pair can meet only on the ferry 
that travels between Detroit and Windsor, Canada. 
They are free to travel back and forth across the 
river, but legal idiosyncrasies forbid their debarking 
together on either side. 

It was to meet situations of this kind that the Kerr- 
Coolidge bill was introduced at the last session of 
Congress. Unfortunately, the bill failed to pass. 
Under its provisions, persons guilty of minor infrac- 
tions of the immigration laws (such as Mrs. Girard’s) 
-would not be barred or deported if investigation 
showed their record and qualifications to. be other- 
wise good. At the same time, the loopholes that 
now prevent deportation of many known criminals 
would be plugged. 

The Girards’ plight is one good reason why Con- 
gress should amend the immigration laws at the earli- 
est possible moment in its next session. There are 
thousands of other reasons—the families whose sepa- 
ration is threatened or has occurred because one 
member, often unwittingly, violated some technical 
provision of the law. 
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Unless our calendar has completely stalled, this talk 
about President Roosevelt’s third-term candidacy is 
slightly premature, 
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MR. MORGAN BOOTS A CHANCE. 

J. P. Morgan, back from a long vacation in En- 
gland and Scotland, “feeling fine” and looking the 
part, amiably consented to see the reporters. But 
though he saw them, he really had nothing to say.

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JUSTICE STOOPS TO COMPROMISE.

It is driven by a man named Hester, one of a 
party of four who have been at a downtown bar and 
are on their way to a gambling resort. The driver 
has been drinking. After the accident and the flight 
from the scene, the matter is talked over by the occu- 
pants“of the car and’it is decided to say nothing 
about it to the police. Later, the driver and another 
of the party walk to the scene and find blood on the 
street. The next day they read in the papers about 
the death at that point. Still no report is made. 
Sixteen months later, justice catches up with the 
driver: the police do their part, and he is arrested. 

But justice has her strange yagaries, comprehen- 
sible perhaps to the legal technician, but not to the 
layman. | ; 

The driver is guilty of manslaughter, for which the 
maximum penalty is 10 years in prison, and of felo- 
nious flight, for which the maximum’ penalty is five 
years. j 

He escapes on both charges with three months in 
the workhouse and a fine of $100. 

How did this result come about in a case in which 
there was apparently no extenuating circumstance? 
The victim was.in-plain view; the driver was going 
at excessive speed; he had been drinking; he fled 
from the scene of his crime. 

The explanation, as related yesterday in the Post- 
Dispatch, is that the prosecution—in this case the 
Circuit Attorney’s office—recommended to the Court 
that upon Hester’s plea of guilty he should be given 
the sentence named. The recommendation, which the 
Court accepted, followed an agreement between the 
Circuit Attorney’s office and the defendant's lawyer. 
In other words, the prosecuting authority, rather 
than send the case to a jury trial in an effort to get 
a sentence commensurate with the offense, agreed 
to a plea of guilty and a light sentence. 

It was feared, so runs the official explanation, that 
if the case went to a jury, the State’s witnesses might 
“soften up” and Hester might escape punishment al- 
together on the manslaughter charge. The prosecu- 
tion held that it was “better to get pleas of guilty 
quickly, and certain sentences, for the example it will 
give to other drivers.” 

Without questioning the good intentions of the 
‘prosecuting office, we submit that its judgment in 
this case—a judgment which has controlled the office 
in similar cases—is gravely at fault. Respect for 
the law cannot be fostered by out-of-court compro- 
mises of this kind. Hester should have been sent to 
trial and every effort made to procure a sentence fit- 
ting the crime. Judge Douglas could have performed 
the finest kind of public service by refusing to accept 
the compromise. Defeat for the State would have been 
no worse as an “example” than the temporizing course 
which has permitted an offender to get off with a 
sentence so small, in view of the atrociousness of his 
offending, as to be hardly more than a “tut, tut” from 
the bench. 
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A DELEGATION FROM SPAIN. 

After many observers had given up its cause for 
lost, the Spanish Government has rallied its. forces 
at the very gates of Madrid and is blocking the 
Fascist rebels’ advance with a tenacity that amazes 
the world. That Government’s official delegation, 
visiting this country to set forth the loyalist position 
and raise funds for food, clothing and medical sup- 
plies, will, be in St. Louis on Friday of this week. 
The delegates come on an errand akin to that which 
took Benjamin Franklin to France in 1776: to plead 
the cause of a government seeking to maintain democ- 
racy against the assaults of its enemies. 

One purpose of the visit is to correct the wide- 
spread misapprehensions as to the character of the 
Spanish Government. The personnel of the official 
delegation testifies to the primarily democratic make- 
up of the Government. The members of the group 
are: Isabel de Palencia, artist and writer, Spanish 
delegate at the League of Nations Assembly, former 
member of the Cortes; Marcelino Domingo, writer 
and former university professor, former Cabinet Min- 
ister, president of the Left Republican party,'a mod- 
erate group; the Rev. Luis Sarasola, writer and the- 
ologian, authority on medieval religious history. 

They are delegates from a battlefront where world 
forces are in deadly combat. St. Louis will welcome 
their first-hand interpretation of the issues at stake. 
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THE LAW’S DELAYS. 

At Clayton, the case of Blackie Armes and Bab 
Moran, charged with the machine-gun murder of 
John C. Johnson, State’s witness in the Kelley kid- 
naping case, has been continued to the January term 
of court.

_ Sam Goffstein, professional bondsman, a familiar 
‘figure in the Municipal Courts building, went to trial 
Monday before Judge Kirkwood on a charge of re- 
ceiving stolen property. The State charged that Goft- 
stein received’ 18 automobile ,storage batteries stolen 
Oct. 13, 1934. The jury failed to agree and was dis- 
charged. The charge against Goffstein dates from 
Dec. 7, 1934. 

Twenty-five months have elapsed since the batteries 
were stolen, 23 since he was charged. | 

Such cases of delay could be multiplied indefinitely. 
If a man is innocent, delays in going to trial are 
grossly unfair to him. If he is guilty; the delays 
make for the weakening of the case against him 
through death or disappearance of witnesses and 
other causes. 
The legal processes can and should be speeded up.

15 distinguished English men and women, 
including Aldous Huxley, Rose Macaulay, J. 
B. Priestley, H. G. Wells and Virginia Woolf, 
show their reasons for urging that he should 
receive the Nobel Prize for peace. 

The story of Ossietzky’s life is a terrify- 
ing one, not simply because of the treatment 
he has received since the Nazis came into 
power, but chiefly because he stood, and 
still stands, for ideals which were once 
acknowledged in civilized HEurope—peace, 
freedom and justice—and has been tortured 
only because he preached them. 

He was born in 1887 in Hamburg, and even 
before the war had seen the harm that mili- 
tarism was doing to Germany. The war, 
throughout which he served, confirmed his 
opinion that “there is nothing more devas- 
tating than the omnipotence of Generals,” 
and he, like so many others in the rest of 
Europe as well as in Germany, hoped that 
the new Republic, with its brilliant intel- 
lectual life, meant a final breakaway from 
the disastrous rule of the army.

He maintained the whole time an extreme- 
ly sane and single-minded point of view. He 
protested both against the wholesale shoot- 
ing of demonstrating Communists by Ger- 
man police and against the Soviet’s treat- 
ment of the followers of Trotzky. He urged 
the Social Democrats and Communists to 
unite and consistently pointed out the un- 
reality and weakness of the Republic's re- 
sistance to the old spirit of militarism, which 
was fighting the whole time to recapture 
its lost power. .

He gave himself up voluntarily, explaining 
to a friend who was driving him to the pris- 
on and who urged him to cross the Czech 
frontier while there was still time, “A man 
speaks with a hollow voice from across the 
border.” 

While he was in prison, a new charge was 
brought against him. One of the contribu- 
tors to his paper had written an article 
which contained the words: “Soldiers are 
murderers.” His speech to the court is one 
of the most remarkable and noble that any 
lover of peace has ever made.

“T have never stood before a court of 
law,” he said, “with greater pleasure than 
on this occasion. The article completely 
I am not one of 
those who became a pacifist when Germany 
was defeated in 1918. I have fought war 
and been a member of pacifist organizations 
since 1912. And I repeat that what I saw 
of war only confirmed my earlier opinion of 
it—that war brings terror and despair to 
mankind and that there is nothing heroic 
about it. ... : 

“One thing must be clearly understood. In 
his article, my friend and colleague, Dr. 
Tucholsky, did not seek to defame a whole 
class of persons. What he said was directed 
against war itself; and we find, indeed, that 
it is not the soldiers who attack us but 
hangers-on who profit by war.” 

There is little to add. He returned to the 
office of the Weltbuehne, and again re- 
fused to escape, although Hitler, the true 
character of whose movement he had con- 
tinually exposed, was rising to power. For 
three years, he suffered the Morrors and 
degradations of a concentration camp. No- 
body has a greater right to the Nobel Prize 
for peace and to the support of those who 
care for the ideals he fought for.

Mr. Green 
draws his principal strength from 
the building trades and much of his 
belligerent feeling from the metal 
craftsmen, supplemented, it may be 
supposed, by the moral support of 
the railroad brotherhoods. There 

smaller though substantial 
pups, which are not so definitely 
aligned, particularly the printers. 

The striking thing about the sit- 
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sides of this quarrel represent oc- 
cupations of a specia' kind. None 
of these occupations, for example, 
is characteristic of modern mass 
production. Mining, clothing man- 
ufacture, railroading, building and 
printing are pre-Ford in their tech- 
nology. They are trades in which 
Jabor is more important than ma- 
chinery, or in which skill, based on 
pprenticeship, is more important 

an factory organization, or in 
which the work has to be done in 
a particular place regardless of the 
labor cost. 

Where all these factors or even 
some of them are present, labor 
unions have done well. But in the 
typical modern manufacturing in- 
dustries based on machinery that 
can be set up anywhere, on elab- 
orate industrial organization and 
on relatively unskilled labor, the 
unions have made little progress. 

Experience shows, moreover, that 
they are not likely to make much 
progress as long as they depend 
only on the abilities of labor lead- 
to 
join the unions. During the '20s, 
for example, in the period between 
he World War and the New Deal, 
e total membership of American 
trades unions fell from a high of 


i 5,000,000 in 1920 to a low of 3,000,000 


in 1933.

The dates are significant. Trade 
union membership doubled during 
the war, lost about all its gains in 
the post-war period and has begun 
to recoup some of its losses since 
1933. The explanation would seem 
to be clear. 


During the war, there was a 


ig@@thortage of labor and the Govern- 


ent promoted trade unionism as a 
yar measure. From 1920 to 1933, 
here were periods of depression 


‘and prosperity but the Government 


did not promote unionization. After 
1933, the Government again became 
the patron of the unions, and by its 
made-work projects relieved the 
Pressure of the unemployed upon 


@ the labor market. 


The central element is almost 
certainly the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment. Without very special as- 
sistance from the Government, the 
Organization of the unorganized is 
hot likely to proceed fast or far. 
Since 1933, organized labor has 
been given reason to believe that 
the Government would help it to 


m*chieve what would be impossible 
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without the Government’s interven- 
tion: that is to say, the unioniza- 
tion of the mass-production indus- 
tries, like steel and automobiles. 
The fight between Mr. Lewis and 
Mr. Green arises from this pros- 
pect of Governgmat intervention. 
- a 


It might be supposed that, as 
ardent and loyal labor leaders, they 
would be equally happy over the 
windfall of Government-assisted 
unionization. But to suppose that 
is to overlook the very real con- 
flicts of interest among working- 
men and to accept the sentimental 
and misleading fiction that there is 
such a thing as the solidarity of 
labor. 

The unions which support Mr. 
Green are composed of workers 
who are strategically in a much 
stronger position than most work- 
ers. Though they are few in num- 
bers, they have relative privileges, 
and they have begun to see very 
clearly that if industria] unionism 
under Government auspices is im- 
posed on all industry, their relative 
advantages will be jeopardized. 

Mr. Lewis, on the other hand, 
represents workers who pay in the 
cost of housing, in the cost of mass 
production, in the disparity  be- 
tween wages of the unskilled and 
the skilled, for the strategic advan- 
tages of Mr. Green’s unions. If Mr. 
Lewis prevails, and for the moment 
it is at least believed that the ad- 
ministration is with him, he may 
level up the wages of the poorer 
'workers, but in the process he will 
level down the wages of Mr. Green’s 
workers. 

* * * 

The struggle demonstrates a fun- 
damental point which neither Mr. 
Green nor Mr. Lewis could afford 
to agree to publicly. It is that the 
total income of labor cannot be 
fixed by any kind of collective bar- 
gaining. What can be fixed by col- 
lective bargaining is the relative in- 
come of some groups of wage-earn- 
ers. 

Unions can to a certain degree 
determine how total wages shall be 
distributed among workers at dif- 
ferent levels of employment. But 
unions cannot determine what 
should be the total wages to be dis- 
tributed. That depends on other 
factors, on whether there is a 
shortage or a surplus of labor, on 
whether the rates of interest are 
high or low, on whether capital and 
labor are more or less efficient. 

Though spokesmen for labor 
would probably reject this view out 
of hand, the present conflict in the 
ranks of organized labor shows that 
intuitively they accept it. The sup- 
porters of Mr. Green realize that if 
industrial unionism triumphs, the 
result will not be merely to improve 
the position of the unorganized 
workers. It will be to reduce the 
position of those who are now or- 
ganized. ~ — 

That is why they are prepared to 
disrupt the American Federation of 
Labor rather than consent to let- 
ing the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment be used to promote the 
policies with which Mr. Lewis is 
identified. If the Government’s 
power is to be used for unioniza- 
tion, they wish to make sure that 
it will be the kind of unionization 
which preserves their hard-won 
advantages. 

. . . 

The main uncertainty in the 
whole situation is whether the ad- 
ministration is really backing Mr. 
Lewis or whether Mr. Lewis thinks 
he has the backing of the Presi- 
dent because he has backed the. 
President. As long as that uncer- 
tainty exists, the internal] struggle 
in the labor movement will- con- 
tinue and union labor will go 
through the ironical experience of 
becoming deeply divided because 
the Government tried to help it too 
much,

He was, an associate said: 

First to demonstrate the great 
significance of hereditary ten- 
dency to cancer, proving it in 
part by brilliant experiments in 
which he bred mice that handed 
down the disease for generation 
after generation, thus establish- 
ing the most effective method of 
research in heredity. 

First to suggest the importance 
of tissue stimulation by endocrine 
glands as a major cause of can- 
cer by demonstrating how remov- 
al of the ovaries at an early age 
prevented cancer of the breast 
in female mice with a decided 
tendency to the disease. 

First to transplant cancer from 
animal to animal on a large scale, 
keeping cancerous tissue alive by 
this means for indefinite periods 
and making possible the study of 
one piece of tissue over many 
years, while advancing his theory 
of “the potential immortality of 
human and mammalian tissues.” 

In his work on wound-healing, 
a leader in the method of keeping 
animal tissue alive and making it 
grow in a tect tube. 

First to der onstrate that each 
human being or,animal has a 
chemical] factor in its tissues pecu- 
liar to itself alone, and not dupli- 
cated in any other individual, so 
that grafting of skin, bone or oth- 
er tissue on a person to repair an 
injury is most successful when 
the tissue used is taken from else- 
where on the person’s own body. 

The pioneer in this country in 
the vastly important study of sex 
hormones, particularly showing 
that the formation of the placen- 
ta, which nourishes the develop- 
ing child in pregnancy, is due to 
the action of one of the sex hor- 
mones. 

Other Studies. 

Some of his other work, although 
less spectacular, has been of great 
importance in other fields. Fore- 
most are his studies of endocrine 
gland secretions, one result of 
which was his proof 18 months ago 
that the type of goiter producing 
protrudi eyeballs can be repro- 
duced in animals by injecting pitui- 
tary gland extract from other ani- 
mals. He was first to discover that 
in animal life eggs sometimes de- 
velop in the female without fertili- 
zation, which throws important 
light on the origin of complicated 
tumors sometimes found .in § sex 
giands. Also important have been 
his work in the causes of edema— 
the collecting of water in the body 
—experimenta] diseases of the heart 
muscles, his demonstrations of the 
effects of tissue fluids on the clot- 
ting of blood and the causes of 
thrombosis, and a book on the ven- 
om of the heloderma, a poisonous 
reptile found in Arizona. 

Although he is 67 years old and 
has this impressive record of 
achievement, Dr. Loeb thinks it is 
by no means time for him to quit 
work altogether. At his office on 
the third floor of the dispensary, 
overlooking the railroad tracks, he 
protested: “Iam not exactly de- 
crepit.” A gentle, slight man with 
a thin aristocratic face, aquiline 
nose, keen hazel eyes, high forehead 
and gray mustache and hair, he re- 
minds one of Andrew Mellon in ap- 
pearance. Born in Germany, he re- 
tains a slight German accent. 

What He Plans to Do. 

He intends, he said, to continue

his first research of note at the age 
of 25 while a student at the Uni- 
versity of Zurich, when he found 
that when he transplanted a portion 
of the black ear of a guinea pig 
to .its white ear, the black skin 
would spread, but that the reverse 
was not true, demonstrating the 
black pigmented skin had “inva- 
sive powers” similar to those of 
cancer tissues and adding a step 
towards the knowledge of why 
normal cells are changed to malig- 


He came to this country and con- 
ducted his first direct cancer study 
in the Chicago stockyards in 1898. 
There he found that certain kinds 
of cancer in cattle may be endemic, 
that is, present on a large scale 
in isolated groups—for instance, 
cancer of the eye occurred rela- 
tively frequently in cattle from 
one ranch in Wyoming, although 
cattle from nearby ranches were 
not affected. It was then that he 
first advanced the suggestion that 
the tendency to the disease was in- 
herited. A year or two later he 
found a prevalence of cancer of the 
thyroid in rats of a common stock, 
and again suggested heredity. 

While in Chicago, and later at 
the University of Pennsylvania, he 
conducted experiments on breast 
cancer in mice, until he was able 
to announce in 1907 he found a ten- 
dency to that type of cancer also 
hereditary. From then on he con- 
tinued these experiments on a large 
scale until 1920. He moved to the 
Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital here in-1910 and to Wash- 
ington University as professor of 
comparative pathology in 1915. 

Infectiousness Disproved. 

By taking a female mouse with 
‘breast cancer—the most prevalent 
type in human beings—and in- 
breeding its descendants, he pro- 
duced a strain in which from 80 
to 100 per cent of the femals devel- 
oped breast cancer. At the same 
time, he inbred the descendants of 
an undiseased pair of mice, in ex- 
actly the'same conditions in adjoin- 
ing quarter’, and none of them de- 
veloped cancer. There had been,a 
popular theory that the disease was 
infectious, and this the experiments 
disproved, 

Of the four known possible major 
causes of cancer, Dr. Loeb discov- 
ered two, heredity and stimulation 
by the endocrine glands. The others 
are outside irritatiqgn, such as the 
heat of a pipe constantly at the 
same spot on the lip, coal tar caus- 
ing irritation on a chimney sweep’s 
body, 6r constant wounding of a 
mole or wart; and certain viruses, 
believed to be possibly responsible 
for malignant cell growth in. cer- 
tain cases. 

Transplanting Tissue. 

Tissue transplanting experiments 
have been carried on by Dr. Loeb 
for 41 years, First he transplanted 
normal tissue from one guinea pig, 
rat or mouse to another, and found, 
under the microscope, that the na- 
tive tissues after a time reacted 
against the foreign ones, although 
lesg So in the case of a closely re-! 
lated animal. Altbough this had a 
practical application in proving that 
the skin of animals or of non-re- 
lated human beings could not satis- 
factorily be used in s 
on human beings, Dr. Loeb had an- 
other end in view. He transplant- 
ed cancerous tissues from one ani- 
mal to another to study how cancer 
cells differed from normal ones. 

He found he coudid keep the

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CASADESUS ACHIEVES 
PANISTIC TRIUMPH 


Audience Responds Enthugias- 
tically to Second Concert in 
Civic Music League. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

Robert Casadesus, the French 
pianist, combined a succes d’estime 
with a succes fou last night at the 
Municipal Auditorium in a concert 
that was beset with all kinds of 
plain and fancy hazards. It was 
the second concert in the Civic Mu- 
sic League series and the first, for 
a long, long time, in which an 
artist was forced to swap pianos 
in midstream. But the accidental 
difficulties of the evening detracted 
nothing from Mr. Casadesus’ tri- 
umph. On the contrary they en- 
hanced it by working up the audi- 
ence to a more than ordinary sym- 
pathy nd concentration. 

Before the first piano had proved 
unseaworthy Mr. Casadesus played 
six sonatas by Domenico Scarlatti. 
Hig - articulation, control and: bal- 
ance were flawless and his musi- 
cianship was so illuminating of all 
the subtle melodic turns in these 
masterly miniatures that one could 
only surrender, without question, to 
a feeling of wonder and delight. 
The ever present sense cf restraint 
and formal balance took no toll from 
the essential vitality of the music. 
He met the highest requirements of 
a classic style by causing the music 
to achieve a complete sensual and 
spiritual fulfilment within the 
frame-work of a pre-determined 
form. 

Sonorities Controlled. 

But in ascribing the virtues of 

classicism and scholarship to Mr. 
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Casadesus one must hastily acquit 
him of undte reverence. The treat- 
ment of the Scarlatti was obvious- 
ly

ing to carry over the quality of an 
archaic¢ k instrument to an 
instrument of today. The sonorities 
were controlled because that was 
the nature of the music. But he 
used plenty of pedal and always. 
with expressive and accurate ar- 
tistic effect. : 


The approach to the Mozart F 
Major which followed was likewise 
fresh and unprejudiced but true to 
style. The first movement was 
taken rather deliberately, with a 
further broadening at the introduc- 
tion of the second theme, a pro- 
ceeding that made it irresistibly 
soft and appealing and filled with 
exquisité nuance. The slow move- 
ment achieved not only a _ great 
poetic beauty but an unsuspected 
depth ‘while the finale—the least im- 
portant of the three—was turned 
into a real finish by the emphasis 
placed on its animal spirits. 


The three pieces by Ravel—the 
Jeux d’Eau, Forlane and Toccata— 
enabled Cosadesus to combine his 
extraordinary articulation with his 
equally extraordinary ability for 
imparting color. This was espe- 
cially true in the Jeux d’Eau. Only 
God and Mr. Ravel are entitled to 
be dogmatic about these pieces. 
But. to this reviewer the Casa- 
desus style seemed perfect. 


On the Dry Side. 


The four Chopin Ballades were 
the least impressive numbers of 
the evening, being on the dry side 
and lacking a certain freedom. It 
is possible, of course, that the piano 
—which by now was the house 
piano and not the one on which 
the recital was begun—may have 
had something to do with it. This 
piano contretemps, incidentally, 
might have developed into a minor 
tragedy. It began when Mr. Casa- 
desus at the beginning of the Mo- 
zart sonta, found that the pedal 
was broken: Going back behind 
the scenes he hauled out a couple 
of stage hands who produced a sec- 
ond piano and rolled the first to 
one side. During the inférmission 
the first piano was repaired but 
the pedal broke again under the 
stress of the Chopin G minor bal- 
lade. Mr. Casadesus, now visibly 
annoyed, rushed to the wings, called 
out the stage hand and exchanged 
pianos again. As the exchange was 
being effected, with Mr. Casadesus 
doing his share of the pushing, a 
leg fell off the first piano. Acting 
as if he had been waiting for just 
that moment, a well meaning gen- 
tleman rushed' onto the stage, held 
up his hand and started speaking. 
The audience expected to be told 
something about that piano but 
when it became apparent that the 
speaker had seized the moment to 
put in a good word for the: United 
Charities he was promptly howled.

CABOOL STOCKMAN 
ON TRIAL IN U. 8. 
CATTLE FRAUDS 


Arthur Wells Accused of 
Conspiring to Defraud 
Government in Drouth 


By the Associated Press. oh 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 18. — 
Arthur Wells, Cabool produce dealer 
and stockman, went to trial in Fed- 
eral Court here yesetrday on a 
charge of conspiring to defraud the 


Government in the AAA’s 1934 cat- 


tle-buying program. 
Wells, only one of nine defend- 


ants in the alleged conspiracy who 
elected to stand trial, was charged 
by Assistant District Attorney 
Richard K. Phelps, in his opening 
statement to the jury, with having 
paid James F. Roberts, another de- 
fendant, to buy cattle in Roberts’ 
name, truck them to the Govern- 
ment purchase depot at Cabool, 
and sell them to the Government. 
Roberts later stook the stand and 
corroborated Phelps’ statements. 


Defense Contention. 


Andrew -Howard, one of Wells’ 
attorneys, replied to Phelps’ state- 
ment, terming Wells 29-year record 
as a stockman in Cabool as being 
“absolutely untarnished,” and ex- 
plaining that Welis had cashed sev- 
eral Government checks for his 
customers, but asserting “the evi- 
dence will show he did not receive 
these checks in any illegal man- 
ner.” 

Wells’ trial began after Jess Fox, 
Sam Butts and Arnold Stewart, all 
farmers living near Cabool, had 
withdrawn their pleas of not guil- 
ty and entered pleas of guilty be- 
fore Judge A. L. Reeves. 

Previous to Roberts’ testimony, 
Phelps had pointed out that AAA 
regulations provided that only 
farmers who had owned cattle prior 
to April 1, 1934, could sell them to 
the Government under the drouth 
relief program. 

Roberts testified that Wells had 
tired him to haul several loads of 
cattle to the Government stock 
pens in Cabool. 

“T told him I owed a $48 payment 
on my new truck, and he said he’d 
fix that up for me if I would heip 
him sell the cattle to the Govern- 
ment.” f

“Wells said he wanted to sell 
some more cattle to the Govern- 
ment and asked me if I wouldn’t | 
talk to some other fellows about 
acting as the owners of some cattle, 
I talked to my brother-in-law, El 
'mer Murphy, and I sold 20 head of 
cattle in his name,” Roberts said. 

He said he knew Wells was buy- 
‘ing up cattle at country sales and 
selling it to the Government. 

Wells disappeared last summer 
after his indictment. Officers found

Proposals for peace with CIO un- 
ions out-numbered those for puni- 
tive action by eight-to-two in the 
resolutions already submitted to 
the Resolutions Committee. Those 
demanding punishment of the 
wewis unions were sponsored by 
James P. Frey, president of the 
Federation’s metal trades depart- 
ment. One Frey resolution called 
for outright expulsion and the oth- 
ers for a boycott on products of 
those unions. 

A. F. of L. officers made no com- 
ment on the Wisconsin Federation 
of Labor’s plan, proposed in a res- 
olution, for a year’s truce. The res-

Upper Jaw of 8-Year-Old Girl Had 

_ Been Broken, Autopsy 

Shows. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEWTON, Kan., Nov. 18. — The 
body of Gloria Hood, 3 years old, 
missing for a week, was found yes- 
terday in a field three miles south 
of here. 

An autopsy disclosed the child’s 
upper jaw had been broken and 
the autopsy surgeon, Dr. John L. 
Grove, said the break could not 
have been caused by a fall on the 
plowed ground where the body lay. 

Dr. Grove and the Coroner said 
the child had developed pneumonia. 
Numerous scratches on face and 
arms, together with deep bruises 
and thorn wounds on the feet and 
legs indicated she had wandered 
far after she disappeared last Tues- 
day. 

When the body first was found 
authorities agreed the child had 
merely wandered away from home 
and died of exposure where she fell 
exhausted. None, however, would

HE President leaves on a 12,- 
000-mile trip to Buenos Aires 
and return. After addressing 
the opening session of the Pan- 
American peace conference, he will 
return, probably breaking records 
for the trip by water.

His health was undermined |

LEWISTOWN, IIL, Nov. 17. 
NE night about 28 years ago a 
QO 10-year-old lad who lived on a 
farm near this little village of 
Lewistown went to his room after 
supper. He was tired and a little 
sad. The mock battle between the 
cowboys and the Indians had end- 
ed as usual. The scalp-hunting red 
man had been routed and the cow- 
boys had celebrated by plundering 

e imaginary Indian village. 

“It isn’t right,” the boy mur- 
mured to himself as he wandered 
about his room touching the flint 
arrows and pieces of pottery he had 
dug up on his father’s farm. He 
reviewed the day’s battle and 


morning in school and how the 
teacher had pictured the redskin 
as a savage, blood-thirsty foe of 
the white man. That night the 10- 
year-old boy came to a decision 
that decided the course of his life. 
He would become an archeologist 
and correct the false ideas that 
folks held about his friends whose 
bones lay buried in mounds on 
his papa’s farm. 

Today that boy is a world-fa- 
mous authority on the pre-Colum- 
bian Indian. He is Dr. Donald F. 
Dickson, who is sought after by 
archaeologists, anthropologists and 
geologists from six continents. He 
has the world’s largest collection 
of prehistoric bones showing bone 
diseases and is in demand as a 
lecturer before universities and 
museums. But when he talks of 
the Indian, Dr. Dickson, at 38, is 
still much the same boy who al- 
ways wanted to be the redman 
when the boys of the neighborhood: 
played cowboy and Indian. 

“So far I am satisfied,” Dr. Dick- 
son explained. “The Indian is no 
longer thought of as a scalp-hunt- 
ing savage with no _ redeeming 
qualities. That much has been ac- 
complished. But now I want to go 
farther and preserve our work here 
for the benefit of future genera- 
tions.” 

As Dr. Dickson spoke of “our 
work” he motioned toward the mu- 
seum he has built over the exca- 
vation of part of the ancient burial 
ground of a mound-building tribe 
that once lived on the site on which 
his Own home now stands. The 
museum, itself is the only one of its 
kind in the world, because Dr. 
Dickson early had the idea of leav- 
ing everything in the mound as he 
found it. 

“Eventually I want to uncover 
the whole mound—the 30x60 foot 
plot sheltered by the museum is but 
one little corner of the whole thing,” 
said Dr. Dickson. “And when the 
whole thing is done we will probably 
have anywhere from one to two 
thousand skeletons, which I want 
left exactly as they are found and 
then covered by a giant shelter 
similar to the one now covering the 
original excavation. Then when all 
that is completed I want to give it 
to the State or to some institution. 
There will be but one stipulation— 
that nothing be moved.” 


De DON DICKSON has never 


work that was started as some- 
thing of a hobby and turned out to 
be more of an Obsession. He has 
spent more than $50,000 in the last 
10 years and rejected many offers 
from promoters who propesed to 
turn his museum into a feature of 
an amusement park to he built 
around it. In recent_years he has 
found it necessary to charge a 


thought of his history lesson that . 
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self to help defray part of the ex- 
penses of keeping it up, but he 
still continues to pour dollar after 
dollar into the work that keeps 
him busy seven days a week, from 
6 in the morning until midnight. 
“If written records could . be 
found,” Dr. Dickson explained as 
we stood on a high mound built on 
a promontory of the Illinois River 
bluff line near the junction of the 
Illinois and Spoon Rivers, “if this 
prehistoric tribe had left records 
of any kind, the work might some 
day be completed. But there are 
no records, except what the find- 
ings in the burial mounds and in 
the excavations on the sites of their 
villages suggest. We learn some- 
thing new about. neolithic man 


every time a skeleton is uncovered 


or a piece of pottery unearthed. It 
is not a job in which one can look 
ahead and say definitely ‘When I 
have accomplished that, I shall be 
through. ” 

Althoygh Dr. Dickson’s enthusi- 
asm embraces broadly everything 
concerning the American Indian be- 
fore the coming of the white man, 
he has specialized in bone path- 
ology. His studies in this field have 


thought of commercializing the occupied 15 years and were preceded 


by more than 10 years of what he 
calls “amateurish reading.” 

» “Besides telling me the secrets 
that have lain buried in this mound 
for anywhere from 1000 to 2000 
years, each of these skeletong has 
to me a distinct personality,” Dr. 
Dickson. explained, halfway apolo- 
getically, as if he knew such a state- 
ment might be hard to believe.

As Dr. Dickson walked about his 
museum picking up first one skul 
and then another, he explained 
what each particular one had con- 
tributed to his knowledge of neo- 
lithic man. 

“Of the 1200 skulls I have ex- 
almiined,” he said, “73 per cent show 
no tooth decay. From the thousands 
of bones I have studied, arthritis 
seems to have been the most com 
mon disease affecting the bones. 
From facts such as these we work 
out ideas on how the life these 
people led affected the diseasus 
from which they suffered.” 


Work such as this has kept Dr. 
Don Dickson a bachelor. He says 
he is wed to his skeletons and has 
little time for anything but his 
studies and excavation work and 
lecture trips. 

A handsome man when he keeps 
his bald head covered with his hat, 
Dr. Don Dickson has not ‘hai a 
vacation in the almost 10 years 
since he opened his museum. 

“These 230 people keep me busy 
—in fact, so busy that I’ve spent 
practically nine years in the grave,” 
laughed the 38-year-old archaeol- 
ogist ag he looked down into the 
excavation where the 230 skeletons 
repose in the exact position in 
which they were found. “When I 
opened this museum I intended to 
work on it just a year or two to 
prove my point that these bones 
could be left uncovered and astil!

The Dickson 
place is one of the beauty spots of 
the Illinois River Valley.

A lily pond 
and a rustic bridge have been built 
on the side lawn and a_ stately 
grove of cedars shelters the doc- 
tor’s home from north winds, Ban- 
tam chickens scamper about the 
place and “Bunky,”- an Eskimo 
husky who was with the Byrd expe- 
dition and who is the only dog ever 
to have his name in the National 
Geographic Magazine, is always on 
hand to welcome visitors. Rabbits, 
hoot owls, raccoon, red ahd silver 
foxes, Labrador mink and . wolves 
make up a colony of several hun- 
dred animals kept in pens ‘- the 
north of the house, 

Besides seeing Dr. Dickson’s mu- 
seum, visitors now have the oppor- 
tunity to view the Edward WW. 
Payne collection which has been 
moved to the doctor’s place from 
Springfield, Ill. Once valued at 
$1,500,000, the collection includes 
$285,000. flint. arrows, 13,000. stone 
axes, idols, pottery and countless 
other artifacts of prehistoric man, 
and is housed in a building special- 
ly constructed to accommodate it. 
At the death of Edw. W. Payne, Dr. 
Dickson was appointed curator of 
the collection and spent some time 
in Springfield, but later found it 
necessary to have the collection 
moved to his own home. * 

Articles in. the Payne collection 
are for sale, but no amount of 
money could tempt Dr. Donald F. 
Dickson to part wit any bone, 
skull or skeleton out his own pri- 
vate museum. To the $50,000 he 
has already spent, he continues to 
invest dollar after dollar in the 
work he started in a small way 
more than 25 years ago when he 
w-s just a boy who resented hav- 
ing his friends, the Indians, called 
savages and scalp-hunters.

lesser degree than any other meth- 
od of sales contracting. Yet ignor- 
ing the public searchlight,” he soars 
higher in his flight, “this essentially 
legal method is sometimes per- 
verted by fabulous hypocrites in re- 
tail proceedings popularly known as 
‘mock auctions,’ the more adroit of 
which are palpable, bungling frauds.
